Drs. Harel Barzilai and Homer 
Austin of Salisbury University’s 
Richard A. Henson School of Sci- 
ences and Technology have inde- 
pendently been recognized for their 
outstanding teaching in mathemat- 
ics and mathematics education. 
Both are also principle investiga- 
tors for the ADEPT program, 
which provides graduate level math 
content instruction to teachers at 
the middle school level. 

Austin was awarded the John 
Smith Award for Distinguished 
Teaching from the Maryland-DC- 
Virginia branch of the Mathemati- 
cal Association of America 
(MAA). The MAA is the largest 
professional society of college and 
university mathematics teachers in 
the world. 

“He is among the most dedicated 
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teachers I know and has long been 
an ‘unsung hero’,” said Dr. 
Kathleen Shannon, chair of SU’s 
Department of Mathematics and 
Computer Science. 

“Mathematics is like a team sport, 
or any activity where you have to 
be actively involved. If you think 
you will learn math by watching a 
professor or others you are wrong,” 
said Austin, regarding his teaching 
philosophy. 

He also believes his passion for 
math and desire to spread that pas- 
sion, contributes to his teaching. 
“The person who applies himself 
and learns mathematics unlocks for 
himself ways of thinking that he 
never ever dreamed were possible,” 
said Austin. 

Barzilai was recognized by the 
Maryland Council of Teachers of 
Mathematics (MCTM) as their 
Teacher of the Year at the college 
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Math professors recognized for excellence 


level. The MTCM is the Mary- 
land chapter of the National 
Council of Teachers of Math- 
ematics, a professional organiza- 
tion for math instructors from 
preschool through college. The 
MTCM website states. their goal 
is to: “support teachers in their 
professional endeavors that help 
them to become agents of change 
in mathematics education.” 
‘Harel has really made an im- 
pact on mathematics education 
on Delmarva in the four years 
since he came to the shore,” said 
Shannon. “His efforts will result 
in better prepared mathematics 
teachers and thus better educated 
students. This award is well-de- 
served and I expect him to con- 
tinue to improve mathematics 
education locally and nationally.” 
Barzilai is also a believer in 
actively engaged instruction.

“How do you learn to ride a bike? 
Not by watching lectures or being at 
a blackboard. Maybe you have a 
trainer or coach to make sure you 
don’t fall,” said Barzalai, who envi- 
sions himself in that supportive role. 
Barzilai received his award for es- 
tablishing the Allied Delmarva En- 
hancement Program for Teachers 
(ADEPT), teaching ADEPT courses, 
and performing mathematics out- 
reach with different counties in the 
Delmarva area. Austin, who is a co- 
founder and co- instructor in the pro- 
gram, believes it was a significant 
factor in his recognition as well. 
The ADEPT program courses are 
the first graduate level courses of- 
fered by the SU Mathematics and 
Computer Science Department. The 
program is also the first to instruct 
middle school mathematics teachers 


in the Delmarva area in content at the

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Incase yo 
the first Presidential Debate

For those anticipating a head-on 
collision of worldviews, the first 
presidential debate did not disap- 
point. Held on Sept. 30 at the Uni- 
versity of Miami in Florida, the first 
of three presidential debates dealt 
with foreign policy, focusing for 
much of the night on the Iraq War. 
Senator John Kerry immediately 
stated the theme that would sum up 
the entire night: “I believe Presi- 
dent Bush and I both love our coun- 
try equally. But we just have a dif- 
ferent set of convictions about how 
you make America safe,” he said. 
Their different set of convictions 
often made for intense disagree- 
ment about America’s role in the 
world and in which ways, if any, 
we should redefine our role. 

Taking center stage for much of 
the debate was the Iraq War. Kerry 
criticized President Bush on a num- 
ber of points regarding the ongo- 
ing conflict. “I know I can do a 
better job in Iraq,” said Kerry. “I 
have.a plan to have a summit with 
all of the allies, something this 
president has not yet achieved; [he 
has] not yet been able to bring 
people to the table.” 

Kerry later harshly criticized the 
President’s rationale for war, accus- 
ing him of “diverting (his) atten- 
tion from the real war on terror in 
Afghanistan against Osama bin 
Laden and taking it off to Iraq 
where the 9/11 Commission con- 








firms there was no connection to 
9/11 itself and Saddam Hussein.” 
He called this diversion “a colos- 
sal error of judgment” on the part 
of the President. 

President Bush countered with 
characteristic succinctness. “In 
Iraq, we saw a threat, and we real- 
ized that after September the 11th, 
we must take threats seriously, be- 
fore they fully materialize. Saddam 
Hussein now sits in a prison cell. 
America and the world are safer for 
ay 

Bush went on to attack Kerry’s 
criticism of the war effort directly 
on several occasions, suggesting 
that such criticism would under- 
mine Kerry’s effectiveness as a 
commander-in-chief. “I don‘t see 
how you can lead this country to 
succeed in Iraq if you say wrong 
war, wrong time, wrong place,” the 
President explained. “What mes- 
sage does that send our troops?° 
What message does that send to our 
allies? What message does that 
send to the Iraqis?” 

President Bush also reminded 
viewers that Kerry voted for the 
war, a point he considers at odds 
with Kerry’s criticisms. Kerry re- 
sponded by clarifying that he au- 
thorized the use of force against 
Iraq based on promises the Presi- 
dent made but did not fulfill, such 
as promising not to make war in- 
evitable and to proceed cautiously 
with the support of our allies. 

Other issues raised in the debate 
included nuclear proliferation, 
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which both candidates agree is the 
most serious threat to national se- 
curity. The two also discussed the 
threat of North Korea, the FBI’s 
“change of culture” and when 
troops will be coming home from 
Iraq, all of which they markedly 
disagreed on. 

Afterwards, most major news 

outlets gave Kerry a slight edge in 
the debate. The polls reflected this, 
with a Gallup poll suggesting Kerry 
won 53 percent to 37 percent and 
an ABC News polls suggesting 
Kerry won 46 percent to 35 per- 
cent. A CBS News poll of suppos- 
edly undecided voters gave the de- 
bate to Kerry at 43 percent to 29 
percent. One explanation for such 
impressions is Bush’s visible reac- 
tions to Kerry’s attacks during the 
debate. The split-screen format 
showed the President at times vis- 
ibly annoyed and flustered while 
Kerry spoke, emotions that tended 
to spill over into his debating. 
On campus, the PACE-sponsored 
“Rhetoric of the Debates” class 
watched the event and afterwards 
analyzed each candidate’s effec- 
tiveness. Like others in the class, 
senior Amanda Sadler came away 
with mixed impressions. 

“Both candidates. presented 
themselves very well; neither 
showed any great weakness,” she 
said. “[But] Kerry needed to really 
outshine Bush to make a tremen- 
dous difference in the current cam- 
paign, and I don’t think he did 
that.” 
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STUDENT ACTIVISTS COVER 
CAMPUS WITH PROTEST 
DRAWINGS. Late Wednesday 
night, activists covered the campus 
of Salisbury University with hun- 
dreds of body outlines in protest of 
the war in Iraq.° A few students 
chalked the phrase “Vietnam?” in- 
side some of the body outlines, 
harkening back to another era when 
students protested en masse against 
what they perceived to be an un- 
justifiable war.° Others chalked 
phrases such as “war costs lives” 
and labeled some outlines as 
“brother” or “sister” in an attempt 
to drive home the point that this 
war has had a very real and tragic 
human death toll.° These chalk 
drawings are part of the increas- 
ingly lively political discourse on 
Salisbury’s campus, reflecting in- 
tensified debate across the country.

focus of postgraduate instruction in 
Education.° Content is important 
for middle school teachers of math, 
who currently have no certification 
program for instruction at the 
middle school level. As a result, 
many area math teachers are enter- 
ing the classrooms with an Elemen- 
tary Education major and may only 
have the two or three math courses 
required for graduation. A decision 
to teach algebra and geometry in 
middle school has left them woe- 
fully unprepared. 
The ADEPT program was funded 
through a three-year grant from the 
National Science Foundation total- 
ing more than a half-million dol- 
lars. This is currently the third and 
final year of ADEPT. 

Barzilai finds the teachers who 
take his courses heroic, some of 
whom drive up to two hours each 
way to attend classes'on topics such 
as theory, geometry, data analysis 
an conceptual algebra. 

“Instructing these teachers is 
challenging and rewarding in dif- 
ferent dimensions [than college 














and very motivated and interested 
even if their math background is 
not so great,” said Barzalai. 
ADEPT classes can be applied to- 
ward an MS degree in Math Edu- 
cation or towards a Post-baccalau- 
reate Certificate in Middle School 
Mathematics. The classes are also 
expected to count toward a middle 
school mathematics certification 
once one is established. 

Both professors remain modest 
regarding their awards. “I’m really 
surprised, but also humbled by the 
fact that all these colleagues 
wanted to recognize me,” said Aus- 
tin. “I do what I like to do because 
I like to do it, however. It’s good to 
be recognized, but obviously I 
would do it if | were never recog- 
nized.” 

Barzilai feels fortunate to have 
had Delmarva, and specifically 
Salisbury, acknowledged by win- 
ning a statewide award. “It feels 
wonderful to be personally recog- 
nized, but it also feels wonderful 
to get Salisbury on the map; to get 
Delmarva recognized for the 
ADEPT program,” said Barzilai.

The Telecommunications Office 
has recently installed a new emer- 
gency 911 system that can identify 
the exact location of the caller so 
that the University Police can re- 
spond to 911 calls placed on cam- 
pus quicker than before. 

“Under this new software we 
now have the capability, just like 
any other jurisdiction, to identify 
the phone number, building, and 
room location,” said SU Police 
Chief Jim Phillips. 

Before the new system was in- 
stalled, the University Police could 
only distinguish 911 calls as com- 
ing from on campus with no fur- 
ther information to distinguish the 
caller’s exact location. The dis- 
patcher had to ask callers to specify 
their location if it was an emer- 
gency requiring immediate assis- 
tance. There were some situations 
where the old system was poten- 





tially ineffectual thus prompting 
the need for the new one. 

“T think it’s a good way for Uni- 
versity Police to know the location 
of the call in case the person can’t 
talk for some reason,” said 
Gwendolyn Owen, Area Director 
for St. Martin Hall. There has been 
a record of break-ins at St. Martin, 
mostly in the girls’ rooms, which 
is why Owen supports this new 
system. Break-ins on Campus may 


occur for a variety of reasons rang- . 


ing from theft to physical or sexual 
assault. 

Officials hope the new system 
will act as a deterrent to thieves and 
burglars. But that may not be 
enough to scare away intruders, 
especially if they are armed. The 
new system provides an advantage. 
Police can now identify a student's 
exact location and provide faster 
assistance if, like Owen said, a stu- 
dent can’t talk because he or she is 
hiding from an intruder. 


new 911 emergency system 


Chief Phillips mentioned another 
problem they encountered with the 
911 system.° Sometimes students 
making long-distance calls inad- 
vertently dial 911 and then hang up 
the phone upon realizing they 
misdialed.° Chief Phillips said it is 
their duty to make sure everything 
is alright, even if callers sometimes 
hang. up.° Under the old system, 
they still had to track down where 
such calls came from, even though 
it was rather time-consuming.° 
With the new system, they can now 
identify where each call comes 
from and call them back immedi- 
ately to ensure there is no emer- 
gency.° Still, Chief Phillips says 
that it would be whole lot easier if 

the callers just admit that they di- 

aled the wrong number and they 

need not fear any repercussions for 
doing so. 
“If you misdial, don’t hang up.° 

Just say, ‘I’m sorry I made a 

misdial,’ then hang up,” he said. 
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Who’s enlightened on college campuses?

First off, this commentary clearly 
draws on Dennis Prager’s column 
that was originally published on 
March 23, 2004, aptly titled, 
“Who's brainwashed in America?”

Voss. Voss tells him that Commu- 
nists and Fascists may want some- 
thing different in the 

end, but how they go about accom- 
plishing their goals is all the same. 

Even though Adolf Hitler did in- 
deed fall back on blaming the Jews 
for the death of Christ, his geno- 
cidal efforts were primarily 
grounded in white supremacy, nof 
~ Christianity as some narrow- 
minded secularists would have us 
believe. Hitler himself ts said to 
have listed Christianity. as-one-of 





the many maladies caused by the 
Jews. So, it is probably more ac- 
curate to refer to Hitler and his cro- 
nies as atheists — yes, atheists - 
because they did not acknowledge 
or espouse God in any way, shape 
or form. They did not profess 
themselves to be God-fearing men 
like the Ku Klux Klan, not that that 
should set them apart. 

Still, it just goes to show that 
secular extremists are just as Ca- 
pable of mass murder as religious 
extremists.

Limbaugh and several other col- 
umnists have written extensively 
abdut how secularists consistently 
blow the establishment clause in 
the First Amendment totally out of 
proportion with their obsessive 
calls for separation of church and 
state.

to religious freedom, the First 
Amendment reads, “Congress shall 
make no law respecting

senior Karen Chaney had a great

“Our main goal for today was to 
get under 24:00 for our top five 
runners, so we huckle-bucked our 
way through the wet, sloppy 
course,” Lang said.
